let the dirt be mounded, so that when 
the plant Is ret on the top of that it 
will ho a little higher than the level 
of the ground. 
Spread the roots over 
this and brush the hole half full of 
dirt; now crowd down tightly u n til the 
crown of the plant Is exactly level 
with the soil; then All the hole full of 
•oil lightly pressed, and brush over the 
top dirt not pressed at all. 
Tho plant 
should now set exactly level with the 
•unrounding dirt, and the reason for 
this is that the runners when starting 
should have nothing to hinder them. 
The crowding down is an important 
m atter with all plants, and the spread 
of the roots is vitally Important with 
the strawberry. 
The loose dirt on top 
will serve as a mulch to retain mols 
ture In the soil, and gather It from 
the air. 
As soon as the bed Is fin­ 
ished there should bf* a top dressing or 
mulch of nii**. rich compost. 
I sup 
pose that most of the planters would 
direct you to use commercial fertlliz 
ers. 
If you insist on doing tills you 
will find directions in the bulletins of 
many of the experiment stations. 
Irrigation Is more essential for th** 
ftrawberrv than for any other mem­ 
ber of the Rosacea- family. 
A small 
bed near th*- house can Ie* attended to 
with little difficulty, but a small plot 
near the barn can often be watered 
with hose from the barn well. 
For a 
larger plot I believe that the drains 
ofter the lest method. 
Distribute th*- 
w ater through the fields in pijn-s or 
troughs with small holes In them, 
A 
atop-eock should be provided to shut 
off the water or turn it on at pleasure 
The tile should he deep enough to es­ 
cape the cultivator and the plow—not 
less than two and a half feet below 
“the surface. 
Tf water rrrnr. MITT The 
time you can block up the lower end 
when you wish to ha^'s It permeate 
the strawberry bed. 
Three Inch tile 
Is about w hat voh want. 
The straw ­ 
berry is a great lover of water and It 
not seldom happens that Just as the 
crop is full of promise a few dry days 
ruin it. 
If watered by hand a hole 
should he made by th*- side of each 
plant and not lea# than a full quart of 
water poured slowly In, 
until 
tho 
ground is saturated; then brush dry 
dirt over the hole to retain the mols 
to re and prevent taking of the soil. 
One sin Ii watering will last three or 
four days. 
Sprinkling a strawberry 
bed does more harm than good, unless 
repeated every few hours. 
This plan 
Is altogether too serious a jot* for a 
large bed. and I recommend that you 
be provided with underground tiles.

these this Information is not wholly 
without interest: 
The grapefruit, or Shaddock, Is a 
native of China, and was first brought 
to tho West Indies in I HIO by an En­ 
glishman, Captain Shaddock, for whom 
the fruit was named; the date of its 
first introduction Into this country has 
not been recorded, but it was regarded 
at first as of no value as a fruit, being 
regarded more as a curiosity and used 
as an ornament. 
It is of the orange family, but Its 
bitter taste was objectionable; this has 
been modified by cultivation, so that 
it has, in recent years, corno into gen­ 
eral use as a valuable dessert fruit, 
especially for eating in the morning. 
It is now extensively grown in Flori­ 
da and California, as w e l l as in the 
West Indies and all tropieal countries, 
being somewhat more tender than the 
orange. 
It grows on a tree much larger than

grew on the ground before fire swept 
it bare huckleberry bushes will never 
fail to spring up luxuriantly from the 
ashes and scorched soil. 
They will be 
in abundant bearing the next season.

"Many of the fires that devastate 
our forests every year may be traced 
to this reckless and deliberate mak­

northern Pennsylvania resulted In a 
forest fire that swept over a 10,000 
acre timber tract, doing Incalculable 
damage to the standing timber and 
reducing to ashes 50,0**0,000 feet of 
logs and lumber and 30,000 cords of 
tanbark, representing a money value 
i of nearly $750,000.

w ire burned to death and thirty so 
J badly burned that seven of them died 
from their injuries. 
The huckleberry 
crop gathered from this cultivation of 
that barren perhaps realized $200 to 
the cultivators — N* w York Sun.

The inventor finds that rats do not 
care to frequent places which are ex 
posed to light, and for tills reason ho 
has provided darkened runways of a 
special

which 
are 
attractive 
places for rats to collect in even when 
there Is no bait In the halt room. Fur­ 
thermore, the arrangement Is tach that 
when tile rat falls luto the receptacle 
the trapdoors sw ing back to their orig 
Inal position and prevent any noise 
being heard by other rats that might 
lye attracted to the trap. 
As illustrated Iii the accompt! ny log 
engraving, the trap comprises a recep­ 
tacle. A, with converging aides, over 
whi< Ii is placed n hood, B, the latter 


climb to the top of tho trap ami enter 
the bait room by way of the • •iKHiiiigs 
D. I'he trapdoors in this room arc In­ 
dicated at E. Above them is a series 
of hooks, F, ou which the bait Is hung. 
Bach door, E, at Its inner end is fur­ 
ther provided with a halt receptacle, 
G. The interior of the receptacle A is 
filled with th e water mr-arid w hich Is 
to destroy the rats that are caught. 
At the bottom of the receptacle is a 
slideway. H. which may be opened to 
permit of emptying the receptacle of 
the liquid and o f the rats that have 
been caught. The operation 0/ the trap 
Is self evident. M. Kaiser of San Fran­ 
cisco has secured a patent on this trap.

Eighty million persons in the Unit* 
ed States use as many matches as the 
800,000,000 In the rest of the world, 
according to statistics compiled by the 
National Fire Protective Association. 
"This is 
a 
startling 
commentary 
upon the American nation,” adds the 
association, "and supports the conten­ 
tion that we are the most wasteful 
and extravagant nation in the entire 
world.” 
An ’Rconomjr In M**tctn** H tra. 
To the match, 
the 
simple 
little 
match, is due much of the credit for 
the enormous fire losses in all parts 
of the world since first the “lucifers” 
were invented. 
If one Is in need of a 
match 
anywhere in continental Eu- 
rope, he must *»eek It iii its proper 
place. 
Matches are not wasted in the 
old world. 
Centuries of training in 
thrift and economy have made the Eu­ 
ropean conscious of 
the 
fact 
that 
matches cost money. 
Where does one find them In Ameri­ 
ca? 
They are iii almost every room in 
almost every building, public or pri­ 
vate. 
The American breathes impre­ 
cation If he cannot, at liny moment 
of tho day or night, reach sett his hand 
and find a match. 
They repose in the 
pocket and linings of every old coat 
and waistcoat; 
they 
are 
scattered 
about desk and bureau drawers, they 
are found In accumulations of 
rub­ 
bish, they are so carelessly thrown 
about that rats and mice have adopted 
them as a standard article for home 
building, certain always of an avail­ 
able supply. 
The burden 
of 
this extravagance, 
however, is not confined to the cost of 
the matches themselves. 
This little 
article, unknown until 1N32, has been 
doing its best ever since its creation 
to destroy the world it was designed 
to serve. 
The assistance given it as 
an Instrument of destruction by the 
carelessness of the American people is 
a m atter of amazement to European 
countries. 


Addn Much to Lo***-* by Fire. 
The average per capita property loss 
by fire in central, western and south­ 
ern Europe is 33 cents; In the United 
States the average is $3.02. 
The rea­ 
son for tills astonishing condition is 
obvious the moment 
conditions 
are 
scrutinized. 
Men reputed to be good 
fathers have been known to light ci­ 
gars in the hallways of their homes, 
throw the match in the general direc­ 
tion of the cuspidor, arui go out; to 
return in half an hour to see firemen 
rescuing their sleeping children from 
second-story windows. 
The number of 
persons burned to 
death in the United States each year 
by the parlor match is between SOC 
and OOO, and tho property loss more 
than $2,000,000. 
The “parlor” match 
is the common variety, which can be 
Ignited upon any hard surface, as dis 
tinguished from the “safety” match 
which cannot ordinarily he ignited ex­ 
cept upon the box in which It is sold. 
The original "lucifer” match, which 
when ignited gives off 
the choking 
fumes of sulphur, is still used exten­ 
sively, and is considered a safer match 
where handled 
carelessly 
than 
the 
larger-headed parlor type. 
Certain effort ha* 
been 
expended 
upon the parlor match to lessen its 
fire hazard. 
In some 
varieties 
the 
stick is chemically treated, so that a 
live coal will not remain when the 
flame is extinguished. 
In others, call 
ed "bird’s-eye” matches, only a small 
w’hite point of phosphorous 
on 
tha 
head can be ignited by friction. These 
improvements are good so far as they 
go, but vast quantities of th most haz­ 
ardous type are found everywhere in 
the United States. 
Denmark and Switzerland 
prohibit 
their use, and other continental coun­ 
tries impose 
restrictions, 
it 
is 
in 
America only, where 
ch* ap 
wooden 
buildings abound, and 
where, there­ 
fore. restrictions 
are 
most 
vitally 
needed, that the parlor match is free 
to slay and burn. 
It cos's no more to make the safety 
match than it does to m a k e he deadly 
variety, and It is 
ordinarily sold as 
cheaply. 
Modern 
matchmaking 
ma­ 
chinery can turn out four to seven 
millions of either kind a day. 
It rests, therefore, with the people 
themselves, either to continue the pres­ 
ent careless snapping of match heads 
upon bed 
covers, 
curtains, 
carpets, 
clothing and other inflammable mate­ 
rials for which practice so frightful a 
pglee is paid in property and life. or 
to protect the common interests of 
humanity and the life of their house­ 
holds by thoughtfully exerting care In 
ordering their match supply 
If is aJ- 
moat wholly a matter of education.-— 
Chicago Evening Post.

AN EARLY CENSUS TABLE.

The first Industrial census—that of 
1292—-was taken in France, and not 
only is the list interesting from an an­ 
tiquarian point of view, but, according 
to G. L. A Pierson, I. S. O.. the editor 
"Gleanings After 
Time,” 
throws 
much light upon the industrial condi­ 
tion of France, and, indeed, of all civ­ 
ilized countries, of that early period. 
Paris then, as now, occupied a lead­ 
ing portion In trade, aud particularly 
in the manufacturing trades associated 
with handicraft. 
In 
the 
thirteenth 
century machinery did not enter much 
into the calculations of an artisan, 
and such as did exist was of a very 
rude kind. 
Thus we have In the cen­ 
sus of operatives whose names were 
found in the lists prepared for taxa­ 
tion purposes, both in 1292 and a few 
years later on, in 1300, an excellent 
view' of the crafts which prevailed in 
those days. 
A writer whb was Inter­ 
ested in these subjects estimated the 
number of artisans in Paris, exercising 
a special calling In 1292, at 4.159; but 
*the list of 1300 increased them to 5,- 
844. 
The textiles and clothing trades fig­ 
ure pretty conspicuously In these ear­ 
ly Paris lists. 
They 
Include 
cloth 
dressers and ampolleeurs, 
whom 
a 
writer of the time believed to be in 
some way connected with polishing, 
but who were really workmen 
who 
stretched the cloth upon the poles. 
Th*-re were also ca len d erer; wom­ 
en hecklers of flax and hemp; 
felt 
dressers and spinners, the material of 
whose work Is not specified, although 
subsequently two spinners of wool and 
thirty-six cf silk are mentioned; teaz 
lens of cloth, both men and women, 
whose duty it was to raise the pile; 
bobbin makers; carders of textile ma­ 
terials, cloth shearers, who gave the 
desired gloss; 
yarn 
twisters, 
who 
probably acted th* parts of our doub­ 
ling and rovlng-marhlnes; silk wind­ 
ers; linen weavers; cloth fullers; and 
one velvet maker. 
The textile dyers included thirty- 
three general dyers, three of silk, one 
maker of azure blue, and one of a pe­ 
culiar color called fuetl. 
Resides these, the list of 1300 in­ 
cludes two makers of aiguillottes, by 
which we understand shoulder-knots or 
’ags; embroiderers; hatters, or head­ 
dress makers, who mere rather nu­ 
merous,—and—Included— fclL^ hatters, 
pearl head-dress makers, and chape­ 
lle d de sole, who wove the silk veils 
known as couvre-cbefs 
There were 
three other corporations engaged In 
working head-dresses not mentioned In 
the census of 1300— that Is. In flow­ 
ers, peaoock-feathers 
and 
seabirds’ 
feathers. 
Then there were hood makers, sock 
makers, makers of coverlets, the m ak­ 
ers of ecclesiastical charfty-bags. ere- 
plnleres, who appear to 
have 
been 
workers In a kind of trimming, and 
ribbon makers. 
This list of textile workers does not 
embrace those living in the country— 
and doubtless a great deal of the wool, 
flax and silk was prepared there, cot­ 
ton being unknown in those days—but 
it furnishes a curious contrast with 
the vast array of operatives and mill- 
hands who now find occupation lo 
France under this head. 
Of all the textile employes In Paris, 
the spinners were the most important, 
there having been no less than foul 
listlnct guilds or corporations -the fe­ 
male spinners of wool, with whom 
were united the women carders; the 
hemp and flax spinners: tho silk spin 
ners. who spun with largo swindles, 
and those who us**d smaller ones. 
There are some discrepancies 
ol 
numbers in these lists, taken 
eight 
years apart, but they should not be 
marked too closely, for even In these 
days, with the assistance of a large 
staff of praetlsed e x e rts , It Is diffi­ 
cult to make an accurate census
